She  stated  that  the  headquarters  for  the  H.O.W.  is  currently’ 
being  maintained  in  her -apartment  at  that  address  and  that  she  Is 
the  only  paid  staff  member  of  the  organization  in  HY.  She 
Indicated  that  there  are  chapters  in  28  states  and  Canada  and 
that  their  purpose  is  In  equal  rights  for  women.  Indices  of  the 
HYO  contain  no  references  identifiable  with  ALEXAHDER. 

The  only  information  in  the  files  of  the  HYO  indicates 
that  the  organization  has  taken  part  in  picketing  against  Alcoa 
Corporation  for  its  Job  discrimination  against  women  and  In 
dlsjjnxptlng  hearings  on  abortion  laws  in  HY  because  most  of  the 
speakers  at  the  hearing  were  male.

or  factory  jobs;  or  they  aro  household  workers,  cleaning  women,  hospital  attendants. 
Some  tiro-thirds  of  Hegro  woman  workers  are  in  the  lowest  paid  service  occupations. 
Working  women  are  becoming  incroasin^^  concentrated  on  the  bottom  rungs  of  the  job 
ladder.  K.O.W.  is  dedicated  to  reversing  this  trend,  so  that  jour  national  life  will 
be  truly  fair  and  truly  representative  of  the  best  our  citizens  can  offer.

all  pertinent  factors  germane  to  the  operations  and  effectiveness  ^ 
of  the  FBI,  particularly  those  tnherect  in  the  broad  range  of  : - 

:hallenges  which  Special  Agents  must  satisfactorily  meet  to  enable  1 
this  Bureau  to  properly  discharge  the  responsibilities  entrusted  to 
it  and  do  so  with  optimum  return  to  the  public  trust.

The  FBI  is  responsible  for  investigations  in  towards  of  175 
Classifications  in  a nation  of  over  206  million  persons  in  the  50 
states  and  Puerto  Rico.  Accordingly,  our  force  of  Special  Agents 
is  comparatively  snaall  considering  the  Qiarse  deployment  of  it, 
the  magnitude  and  diversity  of  the  population,  and  the  wide  variety 
of  investigations  our  Special  Agents  are  call^  upon  to  undertake. 
Therefore,  the  very  basic  tenet  of  our  operations  is  flexibility  in 
terms  of  maintenance  of  a stafl  we  may  properly  and  promptly  d^loy. 
B'e  hire  only  one  breed  of  ^^dal  Agent,  the  one  who  will  be  equipp^ 
and  able  to  perform  all  duties  of  the  ^cial  Agent  position.  We  do

If  the  credibility  of  the  FBI  is  to  be  maintained  in  the  eyes  of 
the  public,  the  lawbreaker,  fugitive,  et  cetera,  and  if  we  are  to  con-  ' 
tinue  a flexible,  mobile,  ready -for-anything  force  of  Special  Agents,  ^ . 
we  must  continue  to  limit  the  position  to  males.  At  a time  when  toere  V 
la  growing  disrespect  for  toe  law  and  contempt  for  and  abuse  of  law  r ^ " 
enforcement  officers,  including  FBI  fecial  Agents,  such  as  increased  - ^ 
senseless,  unprovoked  attacks  on  such  personnel,  we  must  continue  to 
employ  in  our  ^cial  Agent  position  males  who  are  fully  qualified  and, 
whom  we  can  count  tqxm  to  perform  toe  full  range  of  duties  for  which  " , <:
